He 
rang the bell, the door was opened, 
and he was about to present his 
card, when the footman, who had 
run his eye over him, said, *^ You're 
too late, >oung man. I got the 
place yesterday!"

lini; tra>;t-ily. as he iearreil its details 
on the very M-eiie of its t>l<MMlieikt i*ha|>- 
ter. We publish it in hiiiowu lanifuaife 
hoinewhat aliri|fed: 

"In October, 1898, 1 called on John 
R. Rnby, a anrveyor llvjpg in Hopkins 
eounty, Ky., to engage hi« aarvicea in 
■turvcyiiig lands. On the way. and not 
more than a mile from his residenee, I 
pa.ssod the farm on whieh hn<l lived 
anil (lieil .luliii 1,< r|>« i . (•» leltratol as 
the eupl iiri'r of tin- faiiioii> outlaw. 
Iti;; llarpe. \\i>liiii;r to K ani ;i ! I 1 
<-oulil of the inattiT. I iii<|iiire<l of N|r. 
Kuby how lon^r lie an<l l.eoiM r liatl 
livetl neifrliliiirs. uliellier they had 
live<l intimate !is friemls. ami wltelluT 
LeejHT had fre<iuently told hiiu the 
partieulars tfttendinir the capture and 
death of llarpa. 

"3ly excitement and anxiety grew 
oni of the following facta: When a 
aaaall tioy my home was with m> ma- 
ternal nnde, Edmond Rogers, near Ed- 
munton, in Mctcalf county. When roy 
uncle brongilt me fiom Vir^'inia I w as 
informed that a little mill t>i>y. i)aine<l 
Traliiii'. liail tii-i'ii im l on liis inill path 
liy the llarpi' s and iiiiirdeied. and tliat 
a man naiiu'<i Dooley had l>«'eii murder- 
ed iiy them, a few miles ai^ove my 
luu li" s residenee on the c-eek upon 
ithieh bis residenee was situated. 
These things mads a deep iinpres-sion 
on my young mind and heart. }itA 
long after 1 was pnt to school in Dan- 
ville, Ky.. and there was informed of 
the mnrder of f^ankford on lhi« aide of 
Cumbertand flap, in what waa then 
called the Wilderncas, by the llarpvst 
their arrest and imprisonment in Dan- 
yflle: their breaking jail and flight 
through the Ureen river et»untfy, niur- 
derinjf-a» they went. 1 had |>n viously 
heard of the nuirdei of l.ove and Sti;,'- 
air*, family, and hiirnln^' the lion^e 
over liii ir own de.-id InMlier-. 

■•-Mr ljuhy informed me that lu- had 
lived in the nei;f li)M)rh(Mul forty years, 
almost in si^flit of l.i'epi-r s resideiii'i'. 
that lluy wviv inluiiaVe ti ii that 
Lveper was as lu>uei»t u:> any luau that 
ever lived, brave and truthful, and had 
often relate«l to him and others tha 
particulars attending the capture an4 
death of Itig ilarpe. After dinner wo 
went to the rmideaec of Mr. James 
.\rmslropg, and there 1 wrote, as Mr. 
Kuby dictated, the following facta de- 
tailed to him liy Leeper and other pio* 
ncers: 



There were two Harpes, broth- 
ers, one a large athletic man named 

Micajah, the other small and arlive, 
named Wiley. They were scarcely 
ever called by other names than Big 
and Little Harpe. Hig H.trpe had 
two wives, I.iiile Ilarpe but one. 
These women had children, but how 
many, I did not learn. Iheir wives 
were detained with the children at 
luuvillc for some time after their 



about eight miles from the present 
site of the town oi Henderson, Ky., 
where they lived in the winter of 
I7<)N () and ensuing spiin^', and 
passed themselves as widows. In 
the summer of 1799, Hig and Little 
llatpL- tr.ivilc(! through what is now 
Hopkins county, on their way to 
join their wives. The country on 
the sotith side of (Iroen river was a 
wilderness, with but few scattered 
settlers. ^ 1 he word settler has a 
tcchnicnl meaning, in consequence 
of the Legislature of Virginia and 
Kenttuky granting lands to those 
who settled anil improved the wilder- 
ness. ) The l1ar|)C8 rode good hors- 
es, were well tlres«e«l in hroadt loth 
coals, and armed »ilh rillcs and 
holsters of pistols. The wild, un- 
inhabited condition of the country 
was their apology for su( h cipiip- 
meiits. I hey slopped for «linner at 
the house of a settler, named James 
Tompkins, who resided near Steu- 
bin's lick, now Manitoii named 
after Uoron Steuben of revolution- 
ary memory. (.Mfred Towns told 
me of a traiiilion ait.oiik; the early 
niaiiv I =»'-''il<-'f='« l^^^l old llaron had vis- 
ited Kentucky soon after the close 
of the war, and had been wounded 
by the Iniiians at this Lick, hence 
its name.) While resting themselves 
and enjoying the hospitality of Mr. 
Tompkins, the Harpes passed them- 
selvis IS Mclliodisl preachers, and 
one of them said a long grace at 
the dinner table. The conversation 
related niostly to the general ( liar- 
actcr of the ccuiilry an«l the great 
(luantity of game it furnished. One 
of them asked whether he hunted 
and killed many deer? Mr. lOnip 
kins replied, he did when he had 
ammunition, but for some time past 
he had been without powder; that it 
was difficult lo obtain a snpt 'y, and, 
consequently he had no venison to 
eat. Thereupon the Harpes, with 
affected generosity, made a lihcral 
division of their slock of powder 
with Mr. Tompkins. It will be seen 
in the sequel that, by a most singu 
lar providence, Hig Harpe was most- 
ly wounded by his own powder, thus 
given to Tompkins. 

After dinner the Harpes resum- 
etl their journey toward the (Miio 
river. The firsl cabin passed was 
that of Hoses Stigall, then occupied 

home. Stigall's settlement was .ve 

miles from that of Tomjjkins. The 
next selllenieni was Peter Ruby's, 
eleven miles from Stigall's. My in- 
formant, John i>. Kuby, was at the 
house of Peter Ruby, and saw the 
Harpes as they passed. They were 
seen no more until after they had 
joined their wives and children. 

"There were utdy two families 
living between I'eter Kuby and the 
residence of the Harpe women, near 
the bite of the ( ity of llenderson. 
It may be thai the Harpes passed 
around these two families so as to 
• onceal themselves frv)m observa- 
tion. " It is supposed they had de- 
termined to remove from Kentucky 
and locate somewhere in the South. 
It is certain, that on joining their 
wives, they lost no time in packing 
up and leaving. They camped for 
the night a few miles from the resi- 
dence of Sligpll, who o*ed one of 
the women a dollar. Siigall met the 
party in the flats of Deer creek, as 
he was going to the Robinson l ick, 
north of the Ohio, for salt, and tuld 
the woman to call on his wife, and 
tell her to pay the dollar. He said 
his wife did not know where he kept 
his money, and, accordingly, sent 
proper directions. One or all of 
the wives of the Harpes went to the 
house of Sti^all, ami toM his wife 
what her husband bad said. She 
found his purse, which contained 
about $j^o in silver, out of which she 
paid the woman the dollar due her. 
I he wives told their husbands how 
much money seemed to be in the 
pile poured out of the purse, and 
this led to the i>crpelratiun, during 
the following night, ot one of the 
most horrible tragedies ever wit- 
nessed on earth. 

"Mrs. Siigall was a young woman 
with only one child. A man named 
Love was stayinj; that night at the 
house. The two Harpes left their 
camp add went to the house ot Siig- 
all, got the money, murdered his 
wife and child and Mr. Love; then 
tft ; :: ;.i l'. and burned up 

the uiuidcted bodies and all that was 
in it. Two men named Hudgens 
and (lilmorc were relurnitig from 
the lick with their parks of salt, and 
had camped for the night not far 
from Stigall's. .About daylight the 
Harpes went to their cauip and ar- 
rested them upon pretense thai they 
had committed robbery, murder and 
arson at the house of Stigall. They 
shot (iilmore, who died on the spot. 



death. These things were stated by 

the wometi after Hig Harpe 's death. 

" News of these murders spread 
iliroiigh the scattered population 
with rapidity. Alarm and excite- 
ment prevaded every heart. The 
men assembleil to consult and to 
act. The conclusion was universal 
that these crimes were the deeds of 
the Hari cs. 1 aigc rewards for their 
heads, deati or alive, had been pub- 
licly offered. The pioneers of the 
wilderncHs resolved to capture them. 
.\ company was foimed consisting 
of John leeper, james •Tonpkins, 
Silas Magby, I'cvill Lindsey, Ma* 
thew Cristy, Robert Robinson and 
the itifuriated Moses Stiyall. If 
there were any others, Mr. Ruby 
had forgotten their names. These 
men armed with rill 's, got on the 
trail of the Harpes and overtook 
them at their camp upon the waters 
of I'cnd river, but whether iu the 
present boundary of Hopkins or 
.Muhlenberg county I have not sat- 
isfactorily ascertained. About a 
quarter of a mile from camp the 
pursuing party saw Little Harpe 
and a man named Smith, who had 
been hunting horses in the range, 
conversing, near a branch of water. 
V This word Range" was used by 
the early settlers of Kentucky to 
designate the natural pasturage of 
canebrake, wild pea-vine and grass 
on which their live slock grazed 
Little Harpe charged Smith with 
being a horse-thief, and blew in his 
charger ( a sm-ill implement with 
which the hunter measures his pow- 
der in loading his gun. > I'h^ shrill 
sound, their usual signal for danger, 
soon brought Hig Harpe to see what 
was the matter. The pursuing party 
and Big Harpe arrived at the branch, 
in opposite directions, nearly at the 
same lime. Hig Harpe came mount 
ed on a fine gray mare, the property 
of the murdered l^ive, which he had 
appropriated. The pursuers, not 
doubting the i:uilt of those whom 
they had overtaken, without warn- 
ing fired upon them, badly wound- 
ing ^mith, but not hitting the 
Harpes. Hig Ilarpe was in the act 
of shooting Smith as those in front 
among the pursuers fired. He had 
already cocked his gun and told 
Smith he must die. Hut surprised 
by the volley and by the rushing up

On reaching Snslth, the pursuers 
were detained, listening to his ex- 
planation. He was regarded as an 
accomplice of the Harpes, but soon 
demonstrated his innocence, and his 
life was spared. The pursuers has- 
tened tow.trti the camp, and saw liig 
Harpe hastily saddling the horse 
and preparing to take off the women 
with him. Seeing their rajiid ap- 
proach, he mounted Love's mare, 
armed with lillc and pistols, and 
darted off, leaving the women and 
children to provide for themselves. 
They were made prisoners, and 
Magby, a large fat man, unfitted 
for the chase, and one other, were 
left to guard them. Love's mare 
was large and strong, and carried 
the 200 pounds weight of hei rider, 
Hig Harpe, with much ease, and he 
seemed to call on her to spend all 
her strength in his behalf. Ttimp 
kins, rather a small man, rode a 
thorough-bred fu 1 l b 1 o o d ed bay 
mare, of the best \ irginia sto( k, 
and led in the pursuit. He had 
chased thieves before, and the only 
account he gave of one of them was, 
"that he would never steal another 
horse." Nance, his mare, exhibited 
both speed and bottom in this race 
of life or death. The other horses 
were nothing like e<pial 1 \ i • e, 
or to Love's mare, and ibcir riders 
being large men. Rig Harpe might 
> i entertain hopes of escape. In the 
first two or three miles he kept 
ahead, no one trailing in sight ex- 
cept Tompkins. There was no dii- 
ficulty in following through the rich, 
mellow soil of ihe wilderness, the 
tracks made by the horses of Harpe 
and Tompkins. I..eeper waasecond 
in the ckase, and the rest followed 
as rapidly as possible. As the race 
progfessed. Big Ilarpe drove Into a 
thit k forest of large trees upon a 
creek bottom. .\s he approached 
the stream to cross it, he encounter- 
ed a large poplar tree, f jur or five 
f:et in diameter and c^ne hundred 
feet in length, which had been blown 
down, its roots being at the per 
pendicular bank of the creek and its 
top extending back so aslomakean 
angle between the creek and the 
tree of about forty degrees. The 
bank v as so high and pcrprndic ular 
that is was impossible to descend 
and crcfs the creek with safety, and

The skull and jiw-bone remained 
there for many years — after all else 
had been decomposed and mingled 
with the dust. The place where 
this grew is in Webster county, and 
is known upon the map of Kentucky 
as "Harpc's Head" to this day.
